CURE YOUR GOURDS AT HOME 


Hard-shell gourds should be allowed to ripen on the vine. 
Do not pick them until the stem turns to brown. wood. Then 
hang them up to dry further in some place such as a garage 
or other sheltered spot where they can get air. 


They will begin losing their green color, large spots of brown 
will appear on the surface. Just let them alone until they 
are all brown and thoroughly dry. 


After that they may be cut into shapes such as you desire, 
or used intact. They should be wiped off and covered with 
floor wax, varnish or shellac. Or soak them overnight in 
water, scrape off the skin, and polish while wet with a 
kitchen cleaner powder and dry wool. Gourds so treated 
will last indefinitely. 


After drying they can be cut, decorated with paint, or designs 
may be burnt in.

HOW TO GROW THEM 
“ROOT CROPS” 


The first step in planting a vegetable is to examine 
your soil for type and condition. If your soil is light 
(sandy) and is well drained (which it should be) re- 
member that in this type of soil, the root crops thrive. 
These are: carrots, beets, turnips, parsnips, rutabagas, 
onions, and in the summer months, tomatoes, lettuce 
and sweet corn. These crops all demand a light, loose 
and airy soil. They also need plenty of fertilization 
and demand regular and adequate irrigation.
